The Roll of Honor includes the names of those scholars who 
have been neither absent nor tardy during the term or terms 
for which their names are registered. Next year we shall 
make it out on a different plan, so that a place upon the Roll 
may be more easily obtained, and at the same time relative 
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merit be more accurately marked. Every scholar who is 
neither absent nor tardy for one full term will have his name 
upon the Roll. The numeral 1 appended to the name of a 
scholar, will indicate that he was neither absent nor tardy the 
Summer Term. The numeral 2 will indicate that he was per- 
fect in these regards the Fall Term. The numeral 3 will indi- 
cate that he was perfect the Winter Term. The three numer- 
als following any name will indicate that that person was 
neither absent nor tardy for the whole year, which, of course, 
constitutes the most meritorious record, and should be striven 
for by all accordingly. 

We hope that the teachers will take up this matter in 
earnest, being careful to give credit where it is due, and only 
where it is due. No teacher has a right to excuse a tardy 
mark or an absence mark. ‘The Roll-call, morning and after- 
noon, should be the first thing after calling to order, and every 
scholar who is not present to answer to his name should be 
marked. 

The whole number of Common and High School scholars 
who have been identified with our school work for the year is 
593, averaging in daily attendance, 414. 

Of these, 209 have not been tardy, and 92 have not been 
absent during the period for which their names are found 


registered.

The average length of schools for the year has been 21 5-b 
weeks. If we should leave out of the account the five districts 


pe 


which have a scholarship of 25 or more, viz: Nos. 2, 3, 6, 16 
and 18, the 15 remaining districts are found to contain 13 
scholars apiece on the average, to have 17 weeks school each, 
and to draw $94.01 for school purposes. : 

If these 15 districts could only agree to consolidate and 
form themselves into 10 districts instead of 15, then, if the 
same scale of appropriation and expenditure as now should 
prevail, the average number of scholars would be 20, the 
average number of weeks school per year would be 26, and 
the average amount of money to each of these new districts 
would be $141.02. And who can fail to see that the advan- 
tage of this arrangement would be very great, economically 
and educationally ? 

There are five schools whose average attendance is between 
12 and 6, and five whose average attendance is 6 or less. 
The number of scholars in some districts is thus seen to be 
near the vanishing point, and the folly of adhering to old 
district lines in our changed circumstances, becomes more 
and more manifest. 

Of the teachers employed 4 were beginners, and 11 reported 
themselves as teaching the same school for two or more suc- 
cessive terms. | 

Most of the teachers have done well, some few have par- 
tially failed, and a few merit unusual praise.. The work of the 
year, on the whole, has been an advance, as we think, on pre- 
vious years, though not yet what we could wish. Some of the 
teachers have the inveterate habit of telling the scholars the 
first word or syllable of an answer, instead of requiring them 
to depend upon themselves. The teacher should draw out of 
the scholar the answer, or give the question to the class, or do 
almost anything rather than perform the office of prompter. 
We hope the time will soon come when some our teachers 
will not be tied down to the exact phraseology and idea of 
the text-book, as they now are. Teachers ought to be so far 
beyond their scholars that they can launch out into explana- 
tions and statement of principles not found in the particular 
text-book in hand, if necessary. 

Quite a number of registers have been imperfectly made 
out. In some cases, perhaps we ought to say many, we can- 
not make out accurate reports, as required by law, without 
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looking through the entire work of the teacher in the register 
to detect and rectify mistakes. Next year we shall be re- 
quired to use a more complex and difficult register than here- 
tofore, and we warn the teachers to sharpen their statistical 
wits to suit the emergency. Pardon us if we suggest that in 
filling out blanks at the close of the terin the rule is always to 
write 0 where nothing else is to be written. | 

The ages of scholars should always be taken, and the names 
of boys and girls kept in separate lists, each being alphabeti- 
cally arranged and numbered independently of the other. 

In the class-book the following order of record should be 
observed : ; 

Reading, Spelling, Writing, Arithmetic, Grammar, Geog- 
raphy. History, Physiology, Algebra, &c. Where there are 
several classes in the same branch the higher should be placed 
first. 

Some of our Prudential Committees deserve much praise 
for their devotion to the welfare of the schools, and some of 
them, perhaps, ought to be nudged a little. A good, usable 
blackboard, an eraser, a good door-latch, a few hooks for 
clothes, a good broom, a water-pail, a pane of glass, or a 
door-panel replaced, or a rickety seat nailed down,—these 
are some of the things for which some schools are waiting, 
and have waited long. 

We purpose. at the beginning of the schools next term, to 
introduce new Grammars throughout the town, both for the 
beginners and advanced classes. 

We shall try to select the best, and shall get as favorable 
terms as possible from the publishers. The old books will be 
taken in part payment for the new, if they are presented at 
the opening of the school. This change has for a long time 
been considered, seems necessary to the best welfare of the 
schools, and we trust, will be heartily welcomed by all. After 
the first introduction the books will be on sale at regular 
prices at the stores.

The school has been under the charge of Mr. Julius N. 
Mallory, assisted in the Summer term of 11 weeks by Miss 
Ada A. Woodbury of Bethel, Vt., and in the Fall and Winter 
terms of 18 and 12 weeks respectively, by Miss Anna M. 
Burke of Brattleboro’, Vt. The Summer term commenced 
April 16th, the Fall term August 27th, and the Winter term 
December 10th. It is expected that the next term will com- 
mence April 8th. 

The whole number of different scholars in attendance during 
the year past is 101; 61 girls and 40 boys. ‘Thirteen of 
these, 8 girls and 5 boys, have come from out of town, by 
paying tuition. The average attendance is 604. 

The number of scholars attending to different branches is as 
follows :—Reading and Spelling 101, Penmanship 35, Arith- 
metic 76, Descriptive Geography 41, Physical Geography 12, 
Grammar 72, History 44, Physiology 138, Book-keeping 19, 
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Algebra 21, Geometry 5, Philosophy 12, Botany 8, Latin 16, 
Trench on English words 4, French 5, Rhetoric 5, Chemistry 7. 

The whole number of scholars in the Summer term was 56, 
with average attendance of 47; in the Fall term 72, with 
average attendance of 65; in the Winter term 72, with an 
average attendance of 68. 

In the Summer term the number of pupils not tardy was 38 ; 
not absent, 22. In the Fall term, not tardy, 45; not absent, 
17. In the Winter term, not tardy, 45; not absent, 35- 

These figures, if compared with those of the year preceding, 
will show a very encouraging expansion and advance in every 
regard. 

The High School year has been one of such prosperity as to 

cheer the hearts of all who love the cause of education in this 
town. Four scholars, viz: Winnie J. Scott, Jennie Ward- 
well, Nellie Woodbury and Eugene Harmon, deserve com- 
mendation as having been neither absent nor tardy during the 
year. 
At the beginning of the Fall term a new departure of great 
importance was made, a course of study was adopted and 
published, and the Grammar Department was made distinct 
from the High School proper, and given to the care of the 
Assistant. 

The Committee are highly pleased with the result, and only 
wish that the movement could have been made earlier. Schol- 
ars are now ambitious to take the course and complete it. 
They feel that there is an end to be sought, a goal to be 
reached, and are inspired to work accordingly. 

Never had the citizens of this town greater reason to be 
proud of this institution, which is the child of their suffrages 
and benefactions, than now. 

The Committee are desirous that all the scholars of the 
town who are qualified, should apply at the door of this school 
for admittance, and the standard of admission will be made as 
easy as the best interests of the school will allow. 

The school year has been three weeks longer than hereto- 
fore, and the reason why this has been practicable will be 
learned in part by a careful scrutiny of the Financial State- 
ment. 
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But we cannot expect the same advantage in every respect 
next year. Our well-tried and successful teachers we shall do 
well to keep. The Principal will give. as he did last year, 
two weeks to make out the 36 weeks. It would be a great 
misfortune to be obliged to shorten the school year, and thus 
cripple the workings of the course we have so recently adopt- 
ed. We would therefore recommend to the town to make an 
addition of $50 to its usual appropriation for the High School. 

In conclusion, we cannot refrain from expressing a deep 
conviction that the High School is the beginning of better 
things for our common schools. 

We are to have better teachers in our common schools 
as this work goes on, teachers of greater breadth of culture, 
and wider compass of knowledge; and as this is more and 
more accomplished, the educational uplift of the town is sure 
to follow in corresponding degree.
